COUNTY MAY PROCURE 
PRESSURE OIL TANK 


Equipment Could Be Used By Vari­ 
ous Townships— Hot 
Road 
Oil 
Gives* 
B e s t 
Results 
on 
Earth 
Roads. 


It is understood that the commis­ 
sioners of Morgan county are 
con­ 
sidering t h e securing o f a pressure 
oil distributor, which w ould be lent 
for use in 
the 
various townships 
where ihe commissioners desired to 
apply road oil. 
The type of pres­ 
sure oil tank used most extensively 
for road w o rk has a heater attach­ 
ment. 
An oil lamp or furnace 
is 
connected with the h eater and 
by 
tins means 
it is possible to bring 
the whole contents of t h e tank to a 
very high temperature. 
It is said that for country road 
work it a> much better to apply the 
oil hot than 
any 
o th e r way. 
A 
thicker oil can thus be applied, and 
it is maintained that the oil goes 
into the ground better and gets in­ 
to a gummy state, which makes the 
surface m o r e nearly impervious to 
water. 
As 
before stated, the offi­ 
cers of several road 
districts 
are 
now contemplating the use of road 
oil and it is probable 
that where 
this work is done that 
a roadway 
14 feet w id e will be built and t wo 
applications of oil m ade during the 
year. 
A pressure tank 
will lessen 
the 
expense 
of 
application very 
greatly, and no more dragging 
or 
grading will 
be necessary in pre­ 
paration for oiling than should be 
done anyhow. 
It is estimated that 
it will take about $300 to apply oil 
twice to a mile 
of 
road for 
the 
width mentioned. 
Occasionally there is an objection 
raised by automobile owners to the 
use of oil on the theory that the oil 
does great damage to auto tires, it 
is probably true that the oil has a 
tendency to deteriorate the rubber, 
but 
those 
who 
are experienced 
maintain that thus 
dam age is far 
less than is occasioned by ruts and 
rough roads generally. 
The sharp 
edge of a rough road will injure a 
rubber tire a great deal more than 
the chemical action resulting 
from 
contact with road oil. 
There is so 
much sentim ent in favor of trying 
oiled roads 
somewhat 
extensively 
in the country that it se em s that all 
that is n eed ed is for th e officials iii 
some road 
district to m a k e a start 
and set tile example.
